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Hardy  Perennials 

Thes  “old-fashioned  hardy  flowers”  have  won  an  important  place  in  the  gardens  of  most  flower  lovers, 
because  of  their  varied  formation  and  gorgeous  range  of  color.  Year  after  year  they  are  among  the  first 
flowers  to  greet  us  in  the  Spring  with  renewed  vigor  after  the  Winter  rest,  and  the  last  flowers  to  leave  us 
in  the  Fall. 

Considering  the  countrywide  trend  toward  economy,  the  Perennial  garden  in  the  long  run,  is  the  most 
economical  garden  to  plant  because  once  planted  it  eliminates  the  expense  of  replanting  every  year.  Many 
varieties  are  useful  as  cut  flowers. 

They  need  very  little  care  outside  of  weeding  and  cultivation.  After  the  first  hard  frost  cut  the  tops 
down  and  cover  with  a  good  coat  of  well  rotted  manure.
